In the little cemetery In the northern part of the city 
of Skagway. lying almost side by side, are the graves 
of two men, These graves mark the close of outlawry 
in the Northwest territory. One is that of Jefferson 
Randolph (Soapy) Smith, college graduate, gambler, 
desperado; the other is that of Frank H. Reid, the man 
who killed him, and was himself killed in doing so. 

People in Skagway like to talk about this affair; it 
lifted their city from a mass of lawlessness to the plane 
it occupies to-day, After they have told the story, they 


take the visitor to the cemetery to see the monument 





erected to the memory of Reid. It is a huge block of

a gang of thugs as ever infested any locality. The men 
he had banded together in the past sank Into insignifi- 
cance compared with these. He became the ostensible 
owner of a saloon and gambling house and this became 
the headquarters for his men. He became quarrelsome 
and irritable and succeeded early in convincing the 
citizens of the town that he was a dangerous man and 
he was universally feared. Yet he declared himself a 
leacing citizen and demanded that he be consulted in all 
public matters. Hisdemand, fora time, was complied 
with. He did not deny that he was king of the thugs of 
the Northwest; in fact, he boasted of it, going so far as to 
organize them into a military company and offering 
them to President McKinley for service in the Spanish- 
American war. During all this time there was no 
safety in Skagway, no suitable protection was accorded 





tragedy between these men at that time is not known. 

The Fourth of July arrived and Smith declared that 
he was the master of ceremonies, leading the parade on | 
horseback. Yet during the day several open holdups | 
were perpetrated and be was known to be the instigator. 
People were becoming aroused and some of the gang, 
seeing trouble ahead, left the place. The day following 
& man named Stewart came down from the bills, carry- 
ing with bim about $2,500 in gold dust. He deposited 
thisin one of the stores of the town and the next 
morning started for the bank to exchange it for cur- 
rency. He was stopped and in broad daylight the 
money was taken from him, 

This time the citizens planned a concerted action. A 
mass meeting was held on one of the principal corners 
and plans were under way for a law and order com- 
mittee. During the progress of the meeting Smith ap- 
peared and ordered the people to disperse. His com- 
mand was instantly obeyed. They met again, but this 
time be emphasized his command for them to move on 
with a rifle, 

But the people were aroused and the word was passed 
that a meeting would be held on Moore’s wharf, a long 
plank affair, extending a half-mile overthe bay. Men 
were stationed at different points to prevent Smith and 
his men from interfering. Smith heard of the meet- 
ing, and taking about twenty-five of his men, marched 
them to the edge of the wharf, where they halted, he 
going onto the wharf alone. Seven of the guards were 
passed, none having the temerity to stop his progress. 
The eighth man was Reid. Smith raised his rifle and 
Reid drew his revolver. Reid’s revolver missed fire 
and Smith shot him through the groin. As Reid fell 
Smith laughed and sturted to kick the prostrate body. 
Reid had sufficient strength to raise his revolver, and 
Smith fell, shot through the heart, 

Then the men, who had halted on the edge of the 
wharf, broke for cover, the citizens pursuing them. 
They were chased to the mountains and for days a man 
bunt was kept up; some were captured, others surrend- 
ered to avoid starvation. They were locked in a log 
cabin and repeated efforts made to lynch the outfit. But 
the cooler heads prevailed. An investigation was 
started to ascertain who were actually mixed up with 
Smith. Prominent people were declared guilty. Fin- 
ally it was concluded best that the investigation cease,

Next to this grave stands a head board; the inscrip- 
tion on that can also be read from the trail. 


Jefterson R. Smith. 
Aged 38 
Died July 8, 1898. 

Soapy Smith, at the time of his death was compara- 
tively young, yet for fifteen years or more he had been 
known asa bad mun. He had been driven out of al- 
most every western State. Yet he was highly educated, 
a man of tur more than ordinary intelligence. In the 
early days of his career he stood on the street corners 
of Denver, selling small cakes of soap, and around 
which he pretended to wrap ten-dollar bills. He was 
tolerated fora time; then he was ordered to leave the 
town. He went, and with him took the title of Soapy, 
which clung to him up to the time of his death, 

At the time he left Denver, Creede, Colo., was in the 
midst of an exciting mining boom and thither Smith 
went. He did not try his soap game, but instead elected 
himself town marshal of the place, organized the thugs 
and criminals of the place, and for several months ter- 
rorized that section of the country. He was ultimately 
forced to retire from the San Juan district. as he was 
afterwards, from time to time, ordered out of almost 
all of the western States. 

Iie was never the principal in any act of lawlessness. 
His hobby was for organizing criminals, pledging them 
protection and then coming in for his share of the 
booty. In this he was very successful for a time. 

When Skagway was organized Smith was the first in

the citizens and acts of lawlessness were daily 
occurrences, 

Nothing was done against him, however. until when, 
earlier in 1898,a minister came to the place forthe 
purpose of locating a church. He began soliciting 
subscriptions for the erection of his house of worship, 
but was unsuccessful. Some wag suggested to him that 
he appeal to Soapy Smith for assistance. He did so, 
and to the surprise of every one Smith declared that 
he believed in churches and then and there donated 
$300 to the enterprise, paying the money to the 
minister. The minister was delighted, and began to 
report his progess to Smith from time to time. Finally 
$1,500 was raised and this was taken to Smith, with the 
information that $2,000 was necessary to found the 
church, 

Smith praised the man’s work and told him that if 
he would secure $300 more elsewhere, that he himself 
would make his subscription $500, instead of $300, thus 
making up the required amount. The $300 was secured 
and Smith made good his word, paying over the extra 
2200 But as the man was leaving the place he was 
confronted by a person, afterward identified as Slim 
Jim, Smith’s chief lieutenant, who took from him the 
$2,000, handing back about $50, with the injunction to 
hit the trail. The minister appealed to Smith, but the 
latter coolly told him that be had better leave town 
before some one took the fifty from him. The minister 
left, after telling his story to the people be met on 
his way down to the wharf, 

The town murmured and a public indignation meet- 
ing was talked of and planned. Smith gave it out that 
he would kill anyone who attended the meeting. When 
the time arrived Frank H. Reid was the only person at 
the appointed place. What prevented the subsequent

ments is remarkably small, When the teeth are white 
their poasessors are apt to be inordinately vain of them. 
In the case of persons convicted of more serious 
crimes the “do's teeth” are frequently of formidable 
growth, 

It remained for an illicit dlamond merchant to devise 
a new usefor a set of artificial teeth, which enabled 
him for a long time to baffle the most expert searchers 
in South Africa. The man had a very fine set of false 
bottom teeth. the biggest molars in which were hollow, 
and which formed excellent receptacies for diamonds, 
They were made in New York and were a triamph of 
nefarious dental mechanism, The abstracted diamond 
having been placed In the tooth, the bottom was plugged 
up so as to look like a partof the ordinary gold mount- 
ing, and the proud wearer of the ingenious set simply 
laughed in the faces of the searchers, The teeth were 
examined time after time before the trick was at last 
discovered. He could carry diamonds worth some 
thousands of pounds in them. 

One of the most extraordinary cases in which teeth 
have played a part occurred in 1874. A man named 
Goss, residing In Baltimore, bad insured his life in 
various companies for a very large sum. Goss was oc- 
cupied in making samples of substitute for India rub- 
ber, and used to carry on his experiments in a lonely 
building. The people near were one day startled by an 
explosion in the cottage, and the place burst at once 
into a mass of flames, When they were extinguished 
the remains of a man were found by the horrified 
searchers among the debris. Was it Guss? The insur 
ance companies refused to pay, a8 Goss had magnificent 
teeth, and the teeth of the dead man in the cottage 
were poor, and some even missing, and an action was 
brought against the companies by Goss’ brother-in-law, 
Udderzook. 

While the law proceedings were progressing the re- 
mains of a murdered man were found buried in a wood, 
and suspicion fell upon Udderzook as the murderer, 
The dead man was proved, by the teeth, to be Goss, 
whom Udderzook had represented as having been 
burned to death. os

the elucidation of a murder mystery. An old lady 
named Weston, who had lived by herseif, had been 
found dead in her sitting room. The place had been 
robbed—the old lady was supposed to be a miser and to 
have hidden hoards in cupboards and places—and she 
had evidently been done to death by some one who 
had called upon her and whom she had treated as a 
friend. Upon the table in the room were the tea things 
and two plates, on one of which was a half consumed 
piece of bread and butter. The piece which had been 
bitten by the visitor was pounced on by the detectives 
called in. The expert declared that the bread and but- 
ter had been bitten by a woman. The clue placed the 
trackers on the right scent and the guilty person was 
brought to justice. 

In the case of the Great Coram street murder the as- 
sassin had left a bitten apple on the table in the room. 
It afforded an excellent clue to his teeth, and casts were 
carefully taken of the treasure before the apple had 
time to shrink. It was obviously one of those clues to 
identity which are very difficult to apply in the absence 
of other proofs. One cannot request a suspected per- 
son to kindly open his mouth and permit one to see 
whether a plaster cast fits his teeth. The murderer was 
never arrested. 

Criminals’ teeth are generally good. The amount of 
dentistry which has to be done in our convict establish-

“A particular lack of height and stiffness in the 
upper lip is a characteristic of the vast majority of the 
inmates of our prisons,”’ remarked a chaplain of Worm- 
wood Scrubbs.

The professional and daring 
oftender has just the reverse—long upper lip, lips tight- 
ly compressed. Very often they reduce the mouth to 
a mere straight line.”’ 

Another peculiarity that has been noted in criminals 
is the early appearance of the wrinkles that pass from 
the base of the nostrils to the extremities of the lips. 
They appear in ordinary honest people in about one 
person out of five before they reach 25 years of age. In 
our convict population it has been found that more 
than 50 per cent of the convicts under the age of 25 have 
already acquired them, 

The mouth isthe worst feature of women offenders. 
It is misshapen, coarse, sensual, or, in the case of 
female prisoners, is grim and harsh. It was noted in 
the otherwise béautiful Marchioness de Brinvilliers 
that while the rest of her face fascinated by its pleasant 
expression, the mouth never appeared to relax—the 
lips seemed set, as if hiding some terrible secret. 

Ann Cotton, one of the eruelest monsters of modern 
times, a woman who poisoned twenty-seven persons 
for trifling insurance sums, had, on the contrary, a 
mouth of which the lips were parted. but they revealed

Small Talk in Pugilism---More About That Hanlon-Fitzgerald Affair---Johnny Reid 
Severely Criticized---News of Importance About the Wrestlers.

Bob Fitzsimmons and Philadelphia Jack 
©’ Brien have been practically matched to fight in Calli- 
fornin some time between the 2th and 30th of December 
next, and remembering the Australian’s ring achleve- 
ments, many presumably good judges of pugilistic 
ability cannot see how the Philadelphian can possibly 
win. It ts figured that Fitz's ability to land a knockout 
blow with either hand will aid him in beating the Phila- 
delpbian in decisive fashion. But with more conserv- 
ative critics who like to put two and two together 
O'Brien is regurded a8 having better than along chance 
to land first money. There are many whys and where- 
fores to be considered in showing O'Brien’s cbunces as | 
being the better, 

When O'Brien and Fitz have it out, youth, which is 
such a prime factor in pugilism, will undoubtedly sway 
the big bettors toward the Quaker. O’Brien hasa dozen 
or more years the advantage of the old campaigner, 
and besides, when it comes to downright cleverness, 
O'Brien certainly has iton the Cornishman, First of 
all, take Fitzsimmons’ mill with Jim Corbett at Carson 
City in 1897. At that time Fitz’s career was practically 
at its height. He had been trying for years to impress 
Corbett with the fact thata mere middleweight has a 
perfect right to geton a contest with a heavyweight, 
provided the middleweight has the necessary qualifica- 
tions and nerve, They met in a finish mill and tn four- 
teen rounds Corbett was putto sleep. As ring patrons 
must admit, there was no cleverer man in the business 
than Jim Corbett. Ife was a past master in the art of 
boxing. For rounds and rounds he cut all kinds of 
monkey shines around Fitzsimmons. He had him 
bleeding and reeling several times, but lacked the 
punch to put Fitz out. Fitz, with wonderful tenacity, 
stom! the gruelling, came back with a blow right in the 
solar plexus and the Victory was his. 

() Brien is nearly Corbett’s equal in cleverness, He 
in a shifty, two handed boxer, who can getaway from a 
sewing or hook with lightning like rapidity. He is a 
creat ring tactician, is courageous and is one of those 
men who never say die, Ile is, of course, not neurly 
so heavy as Corbett, bis best fighting weight being in the 
neighborhood of 165 pounds. When be meets Fitzsim 
mons he will probable scale something like 172 pounds, 
Possessing nearly a8 much science as Corbett, O’Brien 
is endowed with the faculty of being able to strike a 
really hard blow, Ile has been known to Knockout a 
rival with one smash. All these attributes should cer- 
tainly point to a victory for him. And what is more 
he will be on equal terms with Fitzsimmons in point of 
weight, unless the stories of the lanky bruiser’s ability 
to reduce to the middleweight, 158 pounds, have been 
grossly exaggerated. Fitz has all along contended that 
to get to 158 pounds would be easy for him. Yet noone 
has forced him to do so, As this mill is to be at catch- 
weights, itis safe to presume that Bob will put on as 
many pounds as he can judiciously carry, At best Fitz 
will not enter the ring weighing more than 175 pounds, 
stripped, so O’Brien should not have the worst of it in 
the weight line by more than four or five pounds, 

@ &} 

Now from the Fitzsimmons point of view 
the latter has been fighting, according to his own cal- 
culations, nearly twenty-five years. In all that time 
he has had but three reverses chalked against him, 
two by Jim Jeffries and one by Jim Hall, The latter 
beat him in Australia, when Bob was not so well 
known as he is to-day. Fitz has all along said that the 
Hall mill should be thrown out of his record. He de- 
clares that he allowed his countryman to win. He 
made good this statement by beating Hall in four 
rounds at New Orleans about dozen years ngo.  Inall 
of his long campaign Fitz’s gameness has never been 
Ile took a severe gruelling in both of his 
mills with Jeffries and only succumbed when the 
boilermaker rendered him temporarily unconscious, 
And to be whipped by a fighter of Jeffries’ calibre is not 
a disgrace by any means, 

Fitz is a resourceful fighter. He trains on intelligent 
lines, knows his own physique and plans his battle as 
a general does in war. He makes every blow tell and 
is considered a better ring tactician than O’Brien. 
When he faces O'Brien he will reserve his strengti 


questioned. 


for a decisive test. He willallow O’Brien to do the 
work for a couple of rounds just to feel him out. And 
then he will probably sail in and beat his man as 
quickly as he can. For sheer foxiness Fitzsimmons 
has no equalinthe ring, He can deceive his opponent 
as to his own shortcomings better than any other 
pugilist, Fitz bas bad hands, 

This is only natural, considering his long campaign 
with the gloves, 
San Francisco a few years ago Fitz injured both of his 
fists early ip the tight. Hie concealed this fact so well 
that neither Gardiner not the latter's seconds knew 
anything about this till the mill was over. 

Fitz has already met O’Brien, They had it out in a 


six-round bout last Summer a year ago, and O’Brien 
had the time of his life to stay six rounds, If Fitz had 
received his just due in that scrap he would have been 
a winner in decisive fashion. Fitz had O’Brien 


practically out in the last round. but the round, xe- 
cording to good authority, was cut short to save 
O'Brien.

There is, I believe, 
nothing in the catch-as-catch-can rules to preventa 
man from burying his knuckles (made sharp by pick- 
ling) in his opponent’s stomach, allowing his elbow to 
bear the full weight of his body on his opponent's spine 
and gouging his opponent’s stomach with his toes; but 
it is hardly the game as we like to see it played in Eng- 
land. My impression of*the match was that Jenkins 
lost as a result of the unfair and unsportsmanlike 
methods resorted to by the Turk.”
